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Current Economic Conditions 


Employment and production in the first 
quarter of the year continued to be main- 
tained at high levels, while at the same 
time further increases occurred in general 
price levels. The Government introduced 
legislation to increase the lending rate on 
government-assisted mortgages made under 
the National Housing Act to 5 per cent from 
‘ts old rate of 4% per cent. This was neces- 
sitated by recent increases in interest rates 
generally. Direct allocation was extended to 
aluminium, copper and brass as well asnickel, 
which was put under allocation previously. 
Anumber of tariff agreements were negotiated 
at Torquay. Canada has lowered tariffs on 
several hundred items which enter into this 
country and in return obtained concessions 
from sixteen other nations. 


Prices, Production and Employment 


The trend of prices was slightly upward 
in April. The general wholesale index (1935- 
1939 = 100) stood at 242.2 as compared with 
241.8 for March and 202.5 for April last year. 
There were moderate advances over the 
preceding month in five of the eight main sub- 
groups, and declines in three. Vegetable, 
wood and iron products, non-ferrous metals 
and chemicals registered increases, while 
animal products, textile products and non- 
metallic minerals showed declines. The cost- 
of-living index increased slightly from 181.8 
to 182,0 between April 2 and May 1. The 
increase of 0.2 points was principally due 
to increases in clothing, home furnishings 
andmiscellaneous items, which were largely 
offset by a decline in the food index. 


The index of industrial production for 
March showed an increase of 3.1 points over 
the previous month to reach a new high of 
217.2 (1935-1939 = 100). This represents an 
increase of 25.4, or 13 per cent over March 
of 1950. At the same time a slight decline 
occurred in industrial employment between 
February 1 and March 1. The general index 
of employment in nine leading industries 


(1939 = 100) was 172.1 at March 1, as com- 


pared with 172.3 at February 1, 157.9 at 
March 1 last year, and 159.6 at March 1, 
1949. However, the index of employment in 
manufacturing registered an increase of 1.7 
points from February to reach a high of 186.2, 
An increase of 0.5 per cent occurred in the 
index number of weekly payrolls, which 
rose 17.6 per cent over March 1, 1950. Per 
capita weekly earnings, at $48.16, reached 
a new all-time peak, exceeding the March I, 
1950 figure by 8 per cent. 


Canadian production of iron and steel 
continued to move higher in the first four 
months of this year. Pig iron production 
amounted to 822,000 tons compared with 
715,000 a year earlier, while the production 
of steel ingots aggregated 1,177,000 tons 
compared with last year’s production of 
1,096,000. Despite growing shortages of 
steel, factory shipments of Canadian-made 
motor vehicles continued to rise in March 
to reach the highest monthly figure onrecord, 
47,779 units. The aggregate for the quarter 
was 128,000 units compared to 89,000 in 
1950. Most of the gain in shipments occurred 
among passenger cars. 


Canada’s retail trade increased 19 per 
cent in March, as well as in the first three 
months of the year, as compared to the same 
periods of 1950. First quarter sales amounted 


Tables Shortened With This Issue 


In the interest of economy the tables of the 
“Canadian Statistical Review” are being con- 
siderably reduced in size with this issue. There 
is no reduction in the number of tables, but the 
annual figures have been systematically deleted 
except for 1939 and the latest complete year. 
Monthly figures have been limited to the latest 
fourteen months instead of twenty-four. These 
two changes make it possible to include two 
tables on a page where there was formerly only 
one. 


It is proposed to publish an annual supplement 
in which the figures for earlier years will be 
shown. In the meantime the April number will in 
effect serve as the first annual supplement. 





to $2,154 million against $1,806 in 1950, 
Saskatchewan was the only province to 
register a decline in sales, while gains of 
25 and 24 per cent respectively occurred in 
Ontario ana Guebec. Department store sales 
in the first quarter of the year were up 13 per 
cent over sales in the equivalent period of 
last year. All regional areas showed increased 
sales over the period, with Manitoba and 
British Columbia registering the greatest 
increases. Total sales were $789 million. 
The greatest increases occurred among major 
appliances and hardware and housewares. 
For the same period, wholesale sales were 
23 per cent above the corresponding 1950 
value. However, wholesale sales for March 
were only 14 per cent above last year’s. 
The largest sales increases in March were 
those of hardware and automotive parts and 
equipment wholesalers, with gains of 31 per 
cent and 30 per cent respectively. 


Housing 


The number of new dwelling units com- 
pleted in the first quarter of the year was 
considerably higher than in the corresponding 
period last year, anda moderate rise occurred 
in starts. The carry-over of dwellings in 
various stages of construction at the end of 
March was slightly below ayear earlier. New 
dwellings completed during the quarter total- 
led 19,521 as compared with 17,873 last 
year and starts numbered 9,801 as compared 
with 9,015. The number under construction 
atMarch 31 was 49,294 compared with 50,161 
a year earlier. 


In recent months an increase has occurred 
in mortgage rates, in line with increases in 
other interest rates. This has resulted in a 
growing unwillingness on the part of lending 
institutions to participate in joint loans with 
Central Mortgage and Housing under the 
National Housing Act. Under the existing 
legislation the government agency advances 
one quarter of the loan at 3 per cent, while 
the lending institution earns a gross rate of 
5 per cent on the balance. Thus the interest 
rate to the borrower is 42 per cent. Legisla- 
tion has been introduced to permit the lending 
institutions to earn a gross rate of 5% per 
cent on their three-quarters share, while 
Central Mortgage and Housing will receive 


3% per cent. The cost to the borrower, there. 
fore, will become 5 per cent. 


Joint loans have played an increasingly 
important part during recent years in the 
national building program. In 1950 about 
40,000 residential units were financed jointly, 
During this period a total of 89,000 residen- 
tila units were completed. Since the passage 
of the National Housing Act in 1944 more 
than 80,000 joint loans have been made under 
its provisions. The lending institutions 
which participate in the program are life and 
fire insurance companies, trust and loan 
companies, and fraternal societies. 


Control of Metals 


Commencing on June 1, primary and 
wrought aluminium, primary copper, brass 
mill products, copper wire rod and wire, will 
be under direct allocation and inventory 
limitation by the Non-Ferrous Metals Division 
of the Lepartment of Defence Production. A 
similar order was issued for nickel some 
time ago. 


These metals were previously declared 
essential under the Essential Materials Act 
and later under the Defence Production Act. 
They have been under informal rationing by 
producers for the past several months. It is 
not expected that initially the supply of 
these metals to Canadian industry will be 
materially changed under these orders. After 
June 1, persons wishing to purchase any of 
these metals from a producer will be required 
to submit their purchase orders, together 
with a completed application form for each 
metal to the Non-Ferrous Metals Vivision 
for approval. Purchase orders placed with 
a distributor for shipment from warehouse 
stocks will not require approval. 


In addition, a Priorities Division has 
been set up to issue priority orders covering 
essential supplies as circumstances may 
require. Canada has never had a formal 
system of priorities such as that set up in 
the United States; during the last war, priority 
direction was used in Canada only to the 
extent necessitated by conditions of supply 
and demand. It is intended that the same 
procedure will be followed in the present 





circumstances. The Division will only issue 
priority regulations for materials not covered 


by the various commodity divisions. 


The Division will also be responsible 
for arrangements whereby Canadian industry 
can participate in the formal United States 
priorities system. This latter function forms 
an important part of the work of the Priorities 
Division, and the new regulations provide the 
framework within which Canadian manufac- 
turers of essential commodities may obtain 
assistance in securing supplies from the 
United States. Tighter United States controls 
on the use of aluminium, copper and steel 
are to go into effect on July 1, when the 
Controlled Materials Plan is expected to go 
into operation. Under this plan, approximately 
35per cent of the supplies of these commod- 
ities will probably be allocated to military 
and related uses, while the remainder will 
be available for civilian products consump- 
tion. The Priorities Division will assist 
importers in securing supplies for essential 
production. 


Trade and Tariffs 


Canada’s foreign commodity trade estab- 
lished several new records in the first four 
months of the year. Commodity imports 
climbed to a new all-time peak value for 
April, to boost the gain for the period more 
than 50 per cent over the value for the same 
period last year, while commodity exports 
were at a new high level for the month and 
for the first four months. 


In the first four months of 1951, the value 
of domestic exports rose 29 per cent over 
the value of exports in the same period of 
last year. Higher prices accounted for part 
of the increase, but there was also a sub- 
stantial gain in volume of goods. The cumu- 
lative total for the first four months was 
$1,104 million as compared to $854 million 
last year. About three-quarters of the in- 
crease in exports to all countries in the 
first part of the year was in shipments to 
the United States. Exports to the United 
States accounted for 64.5 per cent of all 
shipments, compared to an almost similar 
proportion of 64.6 per cent a year ago. All 
commodity groups registered increases but 


the largest value increases occurred among 
wood, wood products and paper and non- 
ferrous metals and products. 


With heavy buying of both producers’ and 
consumers’ goods, the rise in value of imports 
for the fourth successive month exceeded 
the gain in the value of domestic exports, 
resulting in a cumulative import balance of 
$233 million, as compared to an import 
balance of $27 million for the same 1950 
period, The aggregate value of imports was 
$1,337 million, a 52 per cent increase over 
the first third of 1950. Although higher prices 
contributed substantially to the increase in 
value, the increase in volume was approx: 
imately 25 per cent. As inthe case of exports 
most of the gain in imports was accounted 
for by increased trade with the United States. 


Because of the importance of Canadian 
trade with the United States the new trade 
agreements are of significance. The most 
important single tariff agreement signed 
by Canada at Torquay was with the United 


‘States. In addition, agreements were signed 


with fifteen other nations. This was the 
third round of tariff negotiations under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. A 
series of previous agreements were negoti- 
ated at Geneva in 1947 and at Annecy in 
1949. The Torquay tariff concessions are to 
remain in effect until January 1, 1954, while, 
in addition, the conference secured the pro- 
longation of the Geneva and Annecy schedules 
of tariff concessions for the same period of 
time. 


The agreement is the fourth which has 
been concluded between Canada and the 
United States since 1935, The United States 
was on this occasion still governed by the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act which 
empowers the President to reduce tariffs by 
not more than 50 per cent of the 1945 rates, 
so that the scope of the new agreement was 
limited to concessions on new products or 
on products for which the full powers had 
not been previously exhausted. 


The United States schedule of new tariff 
concessions resulting from Torquay contains 
400 items of interest to Canadian exporters. 
Exports to the United States from Canada of 





goods in these categories amounted to $120 
million in 1949. Canadian duties were reduced 
on 261 items. Canada’s imports from all 
countries of these items on which the rate 
was reduced amounted to about $390 million 
in 1949. The Torquay agreements incorporate 
the results of 147 separate two-sided negoti- 
ations which were successfully concluded 
among the 34 countries taking part in the 
conference. Under the most-favored-nation 
principle, all tariff concessions granted at 
Torquay will become available to Canada 
whether or not these concessions were 
negotiated directly with Canada. Similarly, 
Canada will automatically extend its own 
tariff concessions to each of the other par- 
ticipating countries. 


Among the products which received tariff 
concessions in the United States are cheddar 
cheese, canned salmon, aluminium and alloys, 
lead, zinc ores and blocks, Douglas fir ply- 
wood, birch plywood, chemicals, sheep and 
lambs, Canadian whisky, and coarse grains. 
Among the items on which Canada reduced 
tariffs are: grapefruit juice, bananas, salt 
pork and beef, cocoa beans, walnuts, canned 
fish and household matches. Reductions 
which may benefit consumers generally were 
also extended to rubber tires, rubber hose, 
household furniture, hand tools, certain elec- 
trical appliances and cutlery. Of interest to 
industry are reductions to tariffs on machinery 
and parts, motor vehicle parts, off-highway 
trucks, rayon yarn and rayon fabrics. Agri- 
culture will benefit from reductions on 


insecticides, baling wire, seed and grain 
cleaning machines, and electric motors for 
attachment to farm implements. 


Agreements were also signed with Austrig 
Denmark, Dominican Republic, France, Haiti. 
India, Indonesia, Italy, Korea, Norway, Pery, 
the Philippines, Sweden, Turkey and Western 
Germany. In addition, Canada benefited from 
concessions the following countries granted 
to other nations: Benelux, Cuba, Greece, and 
the Union of South Africa. Except for India, 
no other Commonwealth nations negotiated 
trade agreements. However, in the case of 
Australia, Ceylon, New Zealand, Southern 
Rhodesia, and the United Kingdom, Canadian 
goods are accorded British preferential tariff 
rates which were not negotiated at Torquay, 


A number of trade talks were held in 
Ottawo after the Torquay conference by 
the Canada-United Kingdom Continuing Com- 
mittee on Trade. It was announced that the 
United Kingdom plans to increase the value 
of imports in the twelve months commencing 
in July, 1951, by 50 per cent over the value 
of imports in the calendar year 1950. Raw 
materials will make up a good part of the 
increased flow of goods. This means that 
exports to the United Kingdom for this period 
will reach the 1949 value levels, although, 
due to price increases, the volume will still 
be smaller. This represents a major change 
in the trend of United Kingdom imports from 
Canada which had been heavily reduced 
since 1947.
